POA Deal... . Pulls No Punches 


Here is an open letter to the 
citizens of Ontario from their 
mayor, Roy D. Boles. In the 
letter, Boles pulls no punches 
in explaining the city’s stand 
in its long-term negotiations 
with Pacific Overseas Airways 
concerning rent for airport 
space. 

The Daily News- Herald is 
printing the letter in its en- 
tirety as a public service. 
Pacific Overseas Airlines chose 
Ontario because Ontario had the 
best available facilities. 

Pacific Overseas Airlines sur- 
veyed possible operating sites 
early in 1946. Ontario Airport 
was one of the airports surveyed 
at that time. Application was 
made immediately to the ‘City 
Council for use of the facilities 
for P.O.A.’s operation. A member 
of the survey team stated the 
machine tocls and the completely 
equipped machine shops placed 
Ontario’s Airport in first place 
from a desirability standpoint. 

The city requested a Right of 
Entry and an Interim Permit on 
January 28, 1946, and February 
7, 1946, from the Division of U. S. 
Engineers to cover all the build- 
ings in the approximate triangle 
surrounding the wooden army 
hangar. Right of Entry was 
granted by Office of Division U. 
S. Engineers on February 27, 1946, 


buildings was sufficient. 

The city hired an airport man- 
ager on March 6, 1946, and he was 
immediately assigned the duty of 
reviewing the proposed lease sub- 
mitted by P.O.A. with instructions 
to make ready for immediate 
adoption by the City Council. 
Minimum changes were made in 
the proposed lease since it car- 
ried provisions for additional ne- 
gotiations six months after effec- 
tive date of the lease, including 
setting a percentage charge on

Immediately after P.O.A., then 
known as Industrial Air Trans- 
port, had moved onto the air- 
port and about March 12, 1946, 
they received word they were to 
get an Army Air Transport Com- 
mand sub-contract from United 
Air Lines. 

P.O.A. expressed a desire to use 
a great number of additional 
buildings, and the city dispatched 
a letter on March 13, 1946, to 
the Division of U. S. Engineers 
to grant an Interim Permit for 
use of 37 buildings, the 14 in one 
block of authorized entry on 
March 6, 1946, and the 17 in an- 


on March 14, 1946. 





and Interim Permit was granted 
to the city by the same office 
for the buildings in two blocks. 
On March 6, and 14, 1946, Pa- 
cific Overseas Airlines commenced 
operations, with the plan to use 
only the 10 buildings including 
the wooden hangar, and machine 
shops, as listed in the Original 
Lease dated April 1, 1946. P.O.A. 
was moving in and setting up 
their operations in these 10 build- 


ings and stated this number of 


This last request was for the 
purpose of making available 3 
barracks buildings, 1 mess hall, 1 
latrine, and an employes’ lounge 
to P.O.A. for its expanded num- 
ber of employes. The city was 
unable to get these types of build- 
ings on Interim Permit as they 
were not considered to be neces- 
sary for airport operations. P.O.A. 
had to rent these buildings from 
the Division of U. S. Engineers,

NEW YORK, (AP) — The 
New York Journal-American 
said today that gambler Mickey 
Cohen fled by plane last night 
from Hollywood for New York 
after police disclosed they had 
been tapping his telephone. 

Cohen was shot recently and 
one of his henchmen, Neddie Her- 
bert, was wounded fatally by un- 
identified gunmen ~ who opened 
fire as Cohen and his party left 
a Hollywood night club. 

One of the tapped telephone 
eccnversations mentioned a man 
named ‘Costello,’ but gave no 
further identification. However 
the California crime commission 
recently named Frank Costello, 
New York underworld figure, as 
head of a nation-wide slot ma- 
chine racket. \

was flying here to meet Costello.

“It’s 
all Greek to me. I don’t know 
what it’s ail about. I’m surprised 
they print such rot. I don’t know 
these fellows. I don’t know 
Mickey Cohen. 1 aon’t know 
Neddie Herbert. That’s all I can 
say.” 

Gambler Cohen’s telephone calls 
to and from Cleveland, New York 
City, Miami, Boston, Chicago, San 
Francisco and Fresno are outlined 
today in copyrighted stories in 
the Los Angeles Times and the 
San Francisco Chronicle. One 
mentioned “gang wars.” 

The conversations were record- 
ed, the newspapers report, over 
microphones secretly installed in 
Cohen’s home during its construc- 
tion. The newspapers say under- 
ground wires were laid by Police 
Lt. Rudy Wellpott, head of the 
police administrative vice squad, 
with the knowledge of former 
Police Chief C. B. Horrall.

posthumously. Engineer Beyer is credited with saving the lives of more 
than 100 passengers aboard the crack streamliner “City of Los Angeles” 
when it struck a gasoline tank truck which had stalled on a rail crossing 
near Los Angeles.
